A new factor entering into the spir- 
itual and material welfare of our com- 
munity is indicated by the recent for- 
mation of St. Margaret's Conference 
of The Society of St. Vincent de Paul. 
The society is of French origin and 
was founded in May, 1833. by Freder- 
ick Ozanam, a prominent but humble 
Catholic layman. It has Conferences 
in many parts of the world, for the 
relief of the worthy poor, needy and 
infirm. The members serve without 
pay and the work is done as unob- 
trusively as nossible. During the past 
fiscal year, in the circumscription of 
Philadelphia, -which now includes 
Narberth, 3705 families were assisted, 
to the extent of $40,802.33.

CUB'S WEEKLY LETTER 

To the Editor of Our Town: 

When Registration Day dawned, the 
registrar and assistants looked for- 
ward to a fairly easy time.

Uncle Sam didn't give the boys any- 
thing for the job either, although in 
justice to them, I must say they didn't 
expect anything, feeling that they 
were doing their little bit for the 
common good. 

Some fellows, who evidently want- 
ed to avoid conscription, resorted to 
strange means to make it appear as 
though the U. S. A. would go out of 
business if they were called away 
from their jobs. For instance, one 
fellow said he was an "engineer of 
distribution." Inquiry brought out the 
fact that he was a shipping clerk for 
a button house. 

Several men deposed that they were 
"general managers," etc. in various 
concerns, implying thereby that they 
were too valuable at home to be 
spared for mere war purposes, but 
each admitted finally that he was only 
a salesman, pure and simple, particu- 
larly the latter. 

It was curious the number of ducks 
who claimed to be supporting their 
mothers, although as a matter of fact 
they never turned a nickle into the 
house. Others expressed concern for 
the welfare of their wives should they 
be called to shoulder a gun, whereas 
in truth their wives had been sup- 
porting them.
